Such being woman’s mission, we are 
necessarily led to inquire what are the conditions 
of society which divert her from the ministry as- 
signed to her by God? Her sphere of action is 
domestic duties—she is the household spirit, the 
gentle and beautiful companion of man; yet we 
see (and this refers especially to the toiling popula- 
tion) haggard beings, emaciated in body, and cor- 
rupted in heart, wandering about the streets of our 
great cities and factory towns, as unlike their first 
parent as the creations of a fiend would be to those 
ofa god. Yet these are the sisters of those sweet 
ornaments of society who win the adoration of a 
fashionable world, and claim the admiration of all. 
Sprung from the same origin, gifted with the same 
faculties, endowed with similar mental and physical 
attributes, what has caused the difference between 
these two sections of womankind? It is the want 
of wisdom in the governmentofman. Itis the wild 
spirit of monopoly and of competition, which, not 
content with virile labour, not content with the 
vast adjuncts of machinery, has dragged women, 
and even children, into the labour market to pro- 
duce fresh wealth, even now not commensurate 
with the greedy lust of our lords of trade. Young 
girls have been chained to toil, when they should 
have been at school; thus-they have been deprived 
of even the merest rudiments of education—nay, 
far worse: they have been placed in those haunts 
where the already debased and depraved from the 
same cause were crowded together, and an educa- 
tion in evil was the only education they received. 
As the mind was corrupted, so was the body 
weakened: few, factory girls reach the age of 
womanhood, and if they do but linger on as crip- 
ples, they have no hopes of a pieasant home and a 
happy circle to.act as the palladium of virtue, and 
temptation comes in the shape of gold and idle- 
ness, to hurl them into a still deeper gulf of misery. 
Yet these women might have been happy and 
good—the benefactors of that society of which 
they me been made the curse; for the finest 
nature When ‘corrupted takes the lead in evil, and 
the curse he has given thus recoils again upon 
the head of man. Still further we may trace its 
fatal effects. The best tutor for the child is its 
mother; the factory mother cannot tend her own 
child; and thus the evil acts onward on each 
successive generation. ‘The gentler feelings that 
a mother’s tender companionship would engraft 
upon the mind of the child are never awakened 
in the young orphan of society—his very frame is’ 
impaired by similar and unavoidable neglect, and 
thus a callous, hardened, stunted generation grows 
up for the parent-day of death, to perpetuate and 
increase the curse of evil legislation. Unwise, 
indeed, is that Government which, in professing to 
educate the people, prevents, nay, perverts, that 
best refiner of society, that best softener of all that 
is fierce and brutal in the heart of man—the com- 
panionship of happy, loving, virtuous woman, The 
tiery elements alone are left to play in the hearts of 
the many ; the soft amenities of life, those guaran- 
tees of peace and order, are neglected. A happy 
home is a better pledge fur the peaceableness and 
honesty of a man than ten policemen, 
Rest assured that where women are seen chained, 
half-clothed, like beasts of burden, to coal-trucks, as 
they may be seen in England, there the state of 
society must be disorganized, and the men _ will 
ever be ready for turbulence and violence. There 
the vice of drunkenness must be in the ascendant, 
since home becomes a purgatory, where nothing 
but complaining discord is at work, and the gin- 
palace givesat least a delicious respite from thought. 
Our fair readers will doubtlessly shrink at the 
picture we haye drawn: they will learn with joy 
that it is much in their power to alleviate the 
miseries we have depicted. Most of them belon 
to the powerful and influential in society—their 
husbands, fathers, brothers, are the legislators of 
the country—and, with without rivalling Mrs, 
Caudle as a lecturer, they may exert their legiti- 
mate influence in behalf of the sufferings of their 
own sex. If they dare not exert that legitimate 
influence—if their voice dare not extend beyond 
the critique of fashion, or the talk of coterie—then, 
‘we say, they do not hold that position in their own 
circles which the British matron and daughter 
ought to hold, This is a theme on which we may 
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more immediately come under their notice—we 
mean the shirtmakers, needlewomen, and milliner- 
girls. Wecould name many of those who honour 
these columns by their perusal who stood forward 
nobly in behalf of that section of their country- 
women, and whose good opinion we thence more 
especially value. Their efforts have not been un- 
availing, for an improvement has been effected in 
the condition of those whose wretchedness enlisted 
their sympathy. May this encourage to still 
nobler exertions, for the misery that there claimed 
notice is but slight when compared to that 
which we could unfold to view; and, as we 
pefer illustrating a position by fact rather than by 
argument, and since we have now filled our allotted 
space, We purpose in our ensuing number record- 
ing a tale of misfortune—a factory tale—which 
came under our own notice, and which will serve 
at once to illustrate the evils of which we complain, 
and, we hope, to enlist the sympathy of our 
readers.

GRAND CONFERENCE OF DISSENTERS. 


We this week illustrate one of the largest and 
most important meetings of its kind that has for 
some time been held in the metropolis. ‘The 
GovERNMENT Epvucation Scueme was the topic of 
the day and the hour, and was, as may be pre- 
sumed, viewed with great disfayour. For our own 
parts, we shall make no comment further than this, 
that we do hope most earnestly that on neither 
side will adherence toa dogma, or any other more 
or less excusable impediment, be thrown in the way 
of those plans of general education which the 
country so-much needs. One would really sup- 
pose, to hear the intolerant remarks of certain in- 
dividuals on either side,, that the question of the 
enlightenment of the people lay not between pro- 
fessors of the same form of religion, with but a 
technical difference, but between the fierce fol- 
lowers of some Idolatrous Paganism and the dis- 
ciples of Mahomet. Moreover, we are quite certain 
that ull the education in the world would be worse 
than valuele-s if those who would be its safeguards 
present the first example of strife in connection 
with a religion of peace !

only her stern torn out, bottom and stem stove in, 
was patched up with sails, &c., and sent 100 miles 
to Sisal, with Lieutenant Davis, the chief officer, 
and eight men. They boarded a Spanish brig, with 
which they returned to the wreck and saved the 
sufferers. After they had been five days and five 
nights on the reef, which was entirely covered 
with water, the brig took them all to Sisal, whence 
they sailed in the same vessel on the 25th of Fe- 
bruary for the Tavannah, but Mr. Davis was 
obliged to go to the hospital on his arrival at the 
Havannah, having received so much injury on the 
wreck. No mails nor a single thing saved from the 
Tweed. 

The great loss of life appears to have taken place 
as the ship was breaking up, when the unfortunates 
were endeavouring to get from the wreck to the 
coral-reef, where, once safe, not a soul was lost. 
Here their sufferings were most severe, for a long 
time deprived of water, and but scantily supplied 
with wine and brandy. After a day or two the 
engineers contrived to make an apparatus to pro- 
duce fresh water. ‘The poor creatures were im- 
mersed in water the whole time and but slightly 
covered with clothes ; on the rising of the tide, for 
the first time after the wreck, they were unaware 
of the{height \it “would; cover, ; and momentarily 
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expected death. After a time they collected parts 
of the wreck and constructed a stage, on which 
they resided (if the terms may be used) until their 
deliverance, occasionally sleeping whilst others 
went out in search of food, finding lobsters and 
other fish in small numbers, and at suitable times 
joining in prayer to Almighty God for his con- 
tinued mercy. 

The captain was on deck at the time the Tweed 
struck, and had been for an hour previously. On 
striking a second time she swung over her port 
side, and another sea tore everything to pieces. 
The boats were all damaged, and some of the pas- 
sengers unable to get on deck from the ladders 
being carried away. The three female passengers 
and stewardess perished. Nine men hung on to 
the wreck till the second day, and hazarded an 
attempt to gain the reef; insimilar attempts nearl 
all had perished ; these took the precaution to Tash 
spars together, and seven of the last survivors on 
the Tweed were saved. The humane conduct of 
the captain and mate of the Emilio is most grate- 
fully spoken of, and also of the Yucatans on the 
main land.

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The Queen and Prince Albert took their accustomed 
early walk on Monday in the vicinity of Windsor 
Castle. 

Their Royal Highnesses the Prince of Wales and 
the Princess Royal visited the Royal School, near 
Cumberland Lodge, in the afternoon, 

Her Majesty and Prince Albert, accompanied by 
their Royal Highnesses the Prince of Wales, Prince 
Alfred, the Princess Royal, the Princess Alice, and 
the Princess Helena, and attended by the Countess of 
Mount Edgcumbe, Dowager Lady Lyttelton, Honour- 
able Miss Kerr, Honourable Miss Cavendish, Lord 
Byron, Lieutenant-Colonel the Hon. C. B. Phipps, 
Major-General Bowles, Colonel Berkeley Drummond, 
and Major-General Wemyss, left Windsor Castle at 
twelve minutes before three o’clock in the afternoon 
for town. 

The august party occupied five carriages and four, 
and was escorted from the Castle to the Slough station 
of the Great Western Railway by a party of Life 
Guards. 

A special train conveyed the royal party to the Pad- 
dington terminus, from whence the Queen and Prince 
Albert, the royal children, and the ladies and gentle- 
men of the royal suite, proceeded in five carriages 
and four, escorted by a party of lancers, to Bucking- 
ham Palace, where they arrived at four o’clock. 

The Queen and Prince Albert, attended by the lady 
in waiting, the Countess of Mount Edgcumbe;_ the 
maid of honour, the Hon. Miss Kerr; the lord in 
waiting, Lord Byron; the equerry in waiting, Major- 
General Wemyss; and the equerry in waiting to 
Prince Albert, Captain the Hon. A. H. Gordon; ho- 
noured the performance of the French plays with 
their presence in the evening. 

The Queen, it is understood, does not intend re- 
turning to Windsor Castle before the Ist of June 
(Ascot rere but it is probable that her Majesty 
and the Royal Family will pass a week or two at Clare- 
mont, previous to the birthday drawing-room. 

The Queen and Prince Albert visited her Majesty 
the Queen Dowager on Tuesday, at Marlborough- 
house. Her Majesty and his Royal Highness were 
attended by Major-General Wemyss and Captain the 
Hon. A. H. Gordon. 

His Royal Highness Prince Albert afterwards rode 
out on horseback, attended by his Equerry in Waiting. 

Her Majesty and Prince Albert, attended by the 
Countess of Mount Edgcumbe, Hon. Miss Kerr, 
Hon. Miss Cavendish, Lord Byron, Major-General 
Wemyss, and Captain the Hon. A. H. Gordon, 
honoured the performance at her Majesty’s Theatre 
with their presence in the evening. 

The Queen and Prince Albert visited the new palace 
at Westminster on Wednesday, to inspect the new 
House of Lords. Her Majesty and her Koyal Consort 
arrived from Buckingham Palace soon after’ twelve 
o’clock, attended by the Countess of Mount Edg- 
cumbe, Hon. Miss Kerr, the Earl Fortescue (Lord 
Steward), Major-General Wemyss, and Capt. the Hon. 
A. H. Gordon. Her Majesty was received at the old 
royal entrance by Lord John Russell, by the Lord 
Great Chamberlain; by Mr. Barry, the architect; and 
by Mr. Grissell, the contractor for the works. The 
royal party spent near an hour and a half in inspecting 
the building, and, on taking their departure, both her 
Majesty and the Prince expressed themselves in terms 
of the highest commendation at all they had seen.

Look at Catharine Foster’s case. Her own grand- 

father had been executed for a murder committed 

under most revolting circumstances, and yet 

she committed a similar crime! No example can 

be said to have existed there. It is, indeed, more 

than probable that her mind became polluted and 

hardened to crime by the reproaches and sneers she 

must often have met with from many ignorant (par- 

don us if they were well meaning) persons, “Shun 
that girl; her grandfather was hung,” must often 
have rung in her ears. Such is the feeling of so- 
ciety; and there is even some shadow of defence for 
avoiding those who have been badly connected. 

A stern, severe mode of secondary punishment 
is the only means calculated to meet existing evils ; 
and when the Government are actually endeavour- 
ing to abolish transportation, and introduce a new, 
more efficient, and less expensive mode of treating 
criminals, surely this is the time to meet the exist- 
ing evil. Let the severest mode of punishment 
established be that inflicted upon the worst 
of criminals—worst, not merely from want of cha- 
racter, but from grossness ofthe crime committed— 
and abolish once and for ever ‘death by law.” We 
shall then be holding out the strongest sign of civili- 
zation to the world—destroying the horrid spectacles 
now allowed by public executions—the debase- 
ment of the better portion of the spectators—and 
prevent the commission of crime under the gallows ; 
while the criminal will live a life of severity, 
calculated, by the help of religious counsel, to bring 
about that remorse of conscience and prayer for 
forgiveness which is the only atonement left in 
this life for the perpetration of foul deeds. 

We must not dismiss this subject, however, 
without referring to the only ground upon which 
it is suggested ‘death by law ” should be retained. 
It is said that according to Leviticus it is ordained 
by God that such shall be the mode of punishment 
for specified offences. We shall dismiss this argu- 
ment with the simple remark that at least nine 
tenths of the punishments there awarded have 
actually been abolished, or never known to exist ; 
and this, therefore, affords the strongest ground for 
abolishing-such a mode of punishment, rather than 
for retaining it. We might add that many passages 
could be adduced from subsequently revealed and 
divine law clearly showing that life given by God 
should be taken away, not by the hand of the 
hangman, but by our Creator only. 
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JUVENILE CRIME. 


Tr was with feelings of delight that we hailed the 
appearance of a Dill brought into the House of 
Commons for the avowed object of amending the 
aw in relation to juvenile offenders. With equal 
regret have we just peruseg it. The bill is a simple 
and unequivocal mockery. It merely gives, 
in certain defined cases, when the value of the 
property docs not exceed forty shillings, two 
magistrates a summary jurisdiction over children 
under fiiteen years of age, in sending them to 
prison or ordering them to be whipped without 
trial by judge or jury. And, in case the ma- 
gistrates thmk the offence too trifling to call 
for punishment, they are to discharge the 
accused at once—a practice they are now in 
the habit of following. Now, we must submit to 
the wise promoters of this measure that, unless 
they go to the root of the evil, their patchwork 
will increase rather than mitigate the evils under 
which society is groaning. It is the means of re- 
formation, not punishment at the bidding of any 
class of men, that is required, Establish a normal 
reformatory; there send, and educate, and instruct 
in some useful art, all juvenile criminals upon their 
first committal to prison, without contaminating 
and ruining them by confinement in a common 
goal ; and upon such a foundation alone can legis- 
lation on this important subject be useful, or likely 
to answer any practical end.

We hope, nay, we know, that the ladies of this

are these statements made? Chiefly by medical 
men. Now, we should infinitely preter the opinion 
of one who during thirty years has studied the art 
of preparing food so as to render it agreeable as 
well as digestible. Such a man is a practical 
Liebig; and with all due consideration for the 
writer of a denunciatory letter which we have just 
received, bearing the ‘signature of “A Practical 
Chemist,” we should, of the two, decidedly prefer 
M. Soyer as our officier de bouche. 

On the receipt of this letter we deemed it only an 
act of justice to M. Soyer to lay it before him, ‘and 
thus give him the means of answering not only 
this allegation, but the thousand similar ones now 
afloat. But, in the absence of that gentleman, we 
should have felt ourselves in a dilemma, had not, 
fortunately for us, his pamphlet, entitled ‘The 
Poor Man’s Regenerator,’ come to hand. A careful 
perusal of this work has confirmed all our pre- 
conceived estimation of his skill. Nothing, in 
our opinion, can be better calculated to serve all 
the purposes designed by his soup-kitchens, or to 
carry out in the best manner the views of Govern- 
ment than the unreserved adoption of his measures. 
Any mistaken attempt at improvement would, we 
can confidently pronounce, end in failure. 

The ‘Chemist’’ proposes that Mr. Charles Coch- 
rane should be placed in authority with reference to 
these procecdings; but, from what we know of Mr. 
Cochrane, we doubt not he would be one of the 
first to institute impartial inquiry, and thus “ save” 
himself from the well-meant but really injurious 
officiousness of his “ friends.”’

BY A MAN ABOUT TOWN. 


The annoyance caused by coffee-house fre- 
quenters at length ecased, from the tact of my

He is not only 
master of all subjects, but doggedly resolved to 
make you aware of it; it is all the same to him, 
literature, politics, or the arts and sciences, in all 
their branches. He is loaded up to the muzzle 
with knowledge, and, like all overcharged guns, 
causes an immensity of mischief when. he goes off, 
exciting in his hearers not merely disgust and 
ennui of an. ordinary kind, but that species of loath- 
ing which for @ time induces them to think of 
desperate remedies to get rid of it, either by a direct 
outrage on the person of the speaker, or an inward 
resolve to go home and take a dose of prussic acid. 
There is only one thing which redeems him in my 
estimation, and that is, that the aversion which he 
inspires has penetrated to the souls of every mem- 
ber of the club —I see it in the workings of their 
features when he addresses them. As far, then, 
as this consolation extends, I have the benefit of it.

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MR. GALE’S NEW BALLOON. 

We announced last week that Mr. Gale had 
made his first ascent from the Rosemary Branch, 
Peckham. He again ascended in his newly- 
constructed balloon. on Monday: last from the 
same place, 
was fully 5000, and outside another cipher 
would not cover the calculation. At a quarter 
past six the word “go” was given by Mr. Gale, 
and he and _ his fellow-aérial travellers, Messrs. 
John Ellwood and George Sharpe, were disengaged, 
from the cords 
which held ‘them and .it from their upward flight. 
A temporary excitement, of a most painful kind, 
was created by the appearance of the balloon 
(shortly after Mr. Gale had descended to the lower 
car, and discharged his fireworks), by the machine 
to all appearance losing form, collapsing, and 
descending with fearful velocity. This was quickly 
dispelled by a fast-riding horseman, who returned 
to the starting-place, and announced the safe 
descent of the aérial voyagers on Penge-common, 
on the farther side of Pe¢kham-rye. 

To accompany our illustration this week, we give 
the following additional particulars relative to the 
construction of the balloon itself. 

The silk was manufactured for the purpose by 
Messrs. Vannal and Son, Spital-square, and is of 
the finest texture. In diameter it is 80 feet, and 
from the upper to the lower valve is 52 feet. When 
inflated it contains 40,000 cubic feet of gas. The 
two auxiliary balloons are each 13 feet in diameter 
and 22 fect in length. The netting is of the best 
Venetian hemp. ‘The two cars, one enclosing the 
other, are covered with drapery, and are exceed- 
ingly neat. The outer one can be lowered about 
30 feet, and the acronaut is enabled safely to 
descend by means of an apparatus constructed for 
that purpose. ‘The grapnels are upon an entirely 
novel principle ; on reaching terra jirma the greater 
the strain the deeper they penetrate. We shall leave 
Mr. Gale himself to explain the objects and advan- 
tages sought to be obtained by his new invention 
as a whole. He says :— 

«In the first place, one of the great complaints made 
by aéronauts 18, that they cannot for a length of time, 
with any degree of certainty, remain suspended in the 
atmosphere, on account of the expansion of gas which 
arises from the increasing lightness of the air around 
them, added to the action of the sun’s direct rays on 
the balloon when at a certain altitude (say 2000 feet), 
and the gas, a8 it escapes by such expansion, rushes 
from the neck of the balloon through the lower valve, 
descending m0 the car, and causing a degree of suffo- 
cation to those who may be therein. Now, to obviate 
this latter effect, I have invented two tubes to insert 
in the lower valve, for the purpose of conveying the 
surplus gas, OT that which escapes by expansion, to 
a point above the zone of the balloon, for its exit; 
these tubes will be attached by the upper end to the 
netting of the balloon, and are intended to be hiosted 
into their proper position by means of haulyards, at

“ Having achieved thus much, I conceived that by 
attaching auxiliary balloons, uninflated, I right pre- 
serve a great-quantity of the gas which would, under 
the circumstances before stated, be let off and Jost, and 
consequently the balloon deprived of so much ascend- 
ing power. And here I beg to remark, that it is not 
my intention to confine myself to the use of two aux- 
iliaries, as their number can be increased as circumstan- 
ces may require; and I presume it must be evident that, 
by the use of such auxiliary balloons, I can reach a 
greater altitude than has hitherto been attained, at 
the same time preserving my ballast for the purpose 
of using it when it shall be necessary for me to allow 
gas to escape by the ye valve, in order to facilitate 
my descent; and shou the balloon beccme very much 
collapsed during its descent, as would be the case (as, 
for instance, at the height of four miles, more than one 
half of the gas with which it left the earth would have 
been lost by escaping through expansion), 1 shall, 
therefore, have reserved to myself the means, on again 
the earth, of returning the gas from the

FRANCE. 

The Paris Presse of Tuesday pretends to have re- 
ceived positive information that the Emperor of Rus- 
sia is about to visit Paris; and observes that under 
existing circumstances this would be a very important 
event. We find another piece of news worth noticing 
in the Courrier Francais of Tuesday. We are assured 
by a Paris correspondent of that journal, who pre- 
tends to know all that has taken place in Greece, that 
Sir E. Lyons had waited upon King Otho, and urged 
him to consult M. Mavrocordato as to the course to be 
pursued in the dispute with Turkey. M. Mavrocor- 
‘dato was, itis added, consulted, and advised that the 
King should comply with the demands of the Porte; 
but the King replied that he would not so dishonour 
himself, and therefore would keep M. Coletti in the 
Ministry. M.Coletti, we are assured by another Paris 
Journal, has had a triumph in the Chamber of Repre- 
sentatives, having beaten the Opposition by a majority 
of 20. On what point is not stated. 

SPAIN, 

The Madrid Gazette of the 8th inst. contains royal 
decrees appointing General Narvaez Ambassador to 
the Court of France; Lopez de la Torre Ayllon, Am- 
bassador to Lisbon; and Gonzales Bravo, Minister of 
the Royal Council. It is thought that the object of 
General Concha’s special mission is to give an assur- 
ance to the King of the French that the new Cabinet 
has not been formed, as has been so generally reported, 
in a hostile spirit to the Tuileries, and to assure his 
Majesty that the rights of the Duchess of Montpensier, 
whatever they may become, shall be respected, Senor 
Pacheco does not want to create embarrassment for 
himself by provoking the hostility of the French Go 
vernment; and hence the prudent course he has 
adopted in communicating directly with the Court. 
Although the ridiculous conjectures with regard to 
General Concha’s mission have fallen, it is not to be 
supposed that Spanish invention was exhausted by 
the effort, or had even slept for asinglenight. It may 
be, indeed, that the day tale is but the night vision 
As the Queen is everywhere hailed with shouts of 
‘‘ Long live the Constitutional Queen !”’ it is said that 
her Majesty has some deep—that is, some female de 
sign in courting popularity; and we find in more than 
one Madrid journal allusions to some manifesto of 
mysterious import to the Spanish nation, the object of 
which will be, in plain English, to ask the people to 
sanction a project of divorce. Yet the Queen never 
goes abroad except in company with her husband, or 
her husband’s father, or her husband’s sister. ‘The 
new Cabinet has, in compliance with the suggestions 
of Cortina, Madoz, Mendizabal, and other eminent 
men, prepared a most ample act of amnesty, restoring 
to their rank and honours those exiled since 1843. On 
the other hand, Martinez de la Rosa and Mon have 
joined hands, and are meditating a serious opposition. 
General Serrano had, according to a report noticed by 
the Ie? aldo, obtained leave to retire to his country seat 
until some decisive steps had been taken relative to 
the accusation against him. ‘The committees of the 
Isabella and St. Ferdinand Banks are to mect on the 
27th, to effect a fusion in accordance with the royal 
decree of the 25th of February. Accounts from Cata- 
lonia represent the Carlist movement as on the wane. 


PORTUGAL. 


Mr. Driver, who has recently arrived from Madeira, 
has favoured us with the following particulars as to 
the lamentable state of that island, dating Madeira, 
20th ult. :—‘‘ To-morrow not a single vessel will be at 
anchor in our bay, and, with a population of 112,000 
persons, there is not food of all descriptions for more 
than twelve or fifteen days’ consumption. American 
flour has advanced in price from 10 to 380 dollars 
(£6. 5s.) per barrel, and every article of food has 
risen in proportion. Many deaths have taken place 
from starvation; and the mother country involved in 
civil war, and nearly in the same state of destitution, 
prevents her from rendering any assistance. Riots 
have taken place, amongst them one in the general 
prison of Funchal, where the troops, who had 
orders to fire into the prison, took fifteen of the 
ringleaders away, and safely lodged them at the 
Loo Rock, a fortified place in the bay. Their cry 
was for ‘Bread and Don Miguel!’ ‘Lhe governor 
had called a meeting of the merchants, and 33,000 
dollars were subscribed to send for food of any 
kind for the island, to be retailed out at cost price, 
the governor guaranteeing merchants from any loss 
on their advance of money. This unfortunate and 
truly miserable state of the island has been brought 
about by the state of the corn market in England. 
Madeira only produces about three months’ consump- 
tion of grain in the year—the rest has always been 
supplicd by Greek and Sardinian vessels from the Me- 
diterrancan; but now that England has become the 
great market not one of these made her appearance 
at the island, and unless some of them laden with 
corn, touching at Gibraltar, hear of the distressed 
state of Madeira, I really fear that before food can 
get to them from England a total famine will have 
taken place, Ireland has certainly greater claims 
upon us for succour than Madeira, but I agree with 
the Lisbon correspondent of the London Jimes that a 
subscription for the famishing people in Madeira 
ought to be forthwith commenced in England. ‘There 
are thousands of people in this country whose lives 
have been saved or prolonged by the salubrious climate 
of Madeira, and who ought willingly to aid in giving 
Aelief to the destitute peasantry of that island.”—L‘- 
verpool Mail. 


The Oportonian expedition, commanded by Sa da 
Bandeira, did not land at Peniche as reported, but 
went on to the south. The expeditionary troops, 
amounting to about 1200 men, and composed of the 
regiment of Fusiliers, the Coimbra and the Serzim bat- 
talions and part of the ‘* Academic” corps, with two 
field pieces, were to land at Sines, a port about 35 miles 
south of St. Ube’s, and thence to proceed to Evora, in 
order to form a junction with the 2000 insurgents in 
that town, and together with them and the 1500 at 
Porta Legre, under Count de Mello, to fall upon 
Schwalbash’s division, which, unless it can make its 
escape in time, will be forced to surrender. ‘Two of 
the steamers are commanded by English officers en- 
gaged for the purpose. The assumed name of one of 
them is Proudfoot. Eighteen English seamen were 
likewise engaged for the Mindello steamer, but on 
arriving at Oporto they changed their minds and re- 
fused to serve. The 1000 men sent from this in the 
direction of Peniche were recalled next day. During 
that short time sixty-three of the new recruits de- 
serted. They were sent across the Tagus to St. Ube’s, 
whence, after leaving a garrison, they are to march 
upon Alcacer. Vice-Admiral Sir W. Parker has sent 
the Phoenix steamer to the southward for information 
respecting the expedition. 

Colonel Buenega has been extremely well received 
at Oporto. The members of the junta have treated 
him with great distinction, and it seems to have made 
a very favourable impression upon him. ‘They as- 
sured him of their loyalty to the present dynasty, and 
in proof of it produced letters which they had re- 
ceived from Don Miguel, offering to give a constitution, 
as well as copies of their answers rejecting his pro- 
posals, 

The Castle of Vianna, in which Casal left a garrison 
of 300 men, is closely invested by an insurgent force 
from Oporto, and must soon surrender, as there are 
six pieces of heavy ordnance playing upon it. <A 
body of 300 men was sent out from Valenga to relieve 
it Bat was itself fallen upon and totally routed on 
the 26th ult. by the Barcellos Volunteers and 7th 
Cacadores, ‘he insurgents lost three men killed, and 
a few wounded. The loss of the Queenites, who were 
driven in confusion into the river Minho, was up- 
wards of 100, mostly drowned, and thirty-four prisoners. 

Liszon, April 6.—The Phoenix returned this morn- 
ing from the south. The news by her is that the 
Oportonian troops landed at Lagos on the 3lst ultimo 
in high spirits, and at once proceeded on their march 
towards Evora. One of the steamers returned : to 
Oporto, the other two went on to Gibraltar for the 
arms and ammunition, which, it appears, were to be 
Janded there in the first instance, and not at Lagos. 
This supply will give an immense impulse to the in- 
surrection, which has hitherto been prevented from 
spreading rapidly only by the want of muskets. 

The masters of the four English prize vessels having 
agreed to the terms offered by the Portuguese Govern- 
ment, the vessels and their cargoes have been liberated. 

Up to the 8th instant no change had taken place in 
the position of the belligerent parties. 

The expedition to the Algarves landed at Lagos, 
and was about to march on Evora to join the Conde 
Mello. 

The Porto steamer had been refused pratique at Gib- 
raltar, and had gone to purchase coals at Tangier. 

The blockading squadron off the Douro consisted of 
a frigate, a corvette, two brigs of war, and a steamer; 
but, in defiance of the squadron, the Black Cat, with 
arms and ammunition for the junta, had come in, and 
a cutter laden with munitions of war for Sa da Ban- 
deira had gone out. 

A slight difference existed between the junta and 
the battalion of the Artistas at Oporto, but it was in 
train of settlement. 

The Spanish Colonel Buenega had returned to the 
head-quarters of Saldanha, and rumours of an accom- 
modation were again prevalent. 

EGYPT. 

A letter from Cairo describes a medical altercation 
which threw the Pasha of Egypt for a time into a state 
of much perplexity, and recals the well-known query, 
“When doctors differ, who shall decide?’ On the 
22nd of the past month, his Highness, whose health is 
usually excellent, complained of not being very well, 
and his private physician, Gactani Bey, being absent, 
he applied to Clot Bey for a remedy, who happened to 
be then about his person. Clot Bey immediately pre- 
scribed cupping. ‘This advice was hardly given when 
Gaetani Bey presented himself. He declared that he 
only had a right to attend to the health of the prince, 
and that his colleague had trespassed upon his pre- 
rogative in prescribing the remedy above men- 
fioned, which he condemned, and would not hear of 
being administered. After a very warm discussion, 
the doctors departed, leaving the Pasha in a state of 
the greatest perplexity. He was determined, however, 
to be médicamente, and ordered a consultation to be 
held in his presence. Accordingly, Clot Bes, Gactani 
Bey, and the Frank doctor of Ibrahim Pasha were 
Summoned, The first and the last deferred to the 
order of the Viceroy, but Gaetani Bey declined attend- 
ing. Ibraham Pasha’s doctor fully approved of the 
remedy prescribed by his colleague, and the pperavion 
of cupping was forthwith performed. ‘The Pasha 
feit a great deal better after the operation. This fact, 
added to the contempt evinced by Gaetani Bey in de- 
clining to attend the consultation, determined his 
Highness to send him word never again to present

Within the past week by two young persons, 
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named Joseph Bollandand Maria Wilson. The deceased 
Joseph Bolland was a labourer, nineteen years of age. 
He lived with his parents in Lincoln Field-place. 
Maria Wilson, who was about seventeen years of age, 
had lodged with Bolland’s parents since shortly before 
Christmas last, and Bolland was paying his addresses 
to her, She had been employed in the factory of 
Messrs. Hives and Atkinson, Bank, Leeds, but left 
there three weeks ago, and had not procured work else- 
where. Bolland had been out of employment for 
several months. About a quarter past eleven o’clock 
on Wednesday night Bolland’s jacket and cap, and 
Maria Wilson’s slip, were found by the side of the 
river Aire, at Lower Fold, and at seven o’clock next 
morning James Marsden, @ policeman, discovered 
their dead bodies in the river, about twenty yards 
below the premises of the late Mr. Howard, carpet- 
manufacturer. They were locked in each other’s 
arms, and tied together with a handkerchief which the 
young woman had worn round her head on the previous 
day, the knot being behind Bolland’s back. On 
Thursday afternoon Mr. Blackburn, the coroner, 
held an inquest on the bodies. The jury were 
unanimously of opinion that the deceased had drowned 
themselves while in a state of perfect sanity, and 
returned a verdict accordingly. 

The person employed by the parish authorities of 
Liverpool to provide coffins for the poor creatures who 
are dying daily from starvation or fever asserted in 
the Police Court, on Friday, that he supplies more than 
200 of these fragile tenements every week. He further 
stated that he received an order for 36 dozen on Thurs- 
day last. 

On Thursday evening a festive party given by Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Fitzmaurice, at his residence, in 
Berkeley-square, Cheltenham, was shocked by the 
awfully sudden death of one of the guests, a young 
lady named Quinelar, who had formerly been a go- 
verness in the family. The deceased had after supper 
danced a quadrille, and had just partaken of an ice, 
when she was suddenly taken ill, became insensible, 
and, though a medical gentleman was present as one 
of the party, she expired within a few minutes. Death 
was caused, it is presumed, by effusion of blood on the 
brain. An inquest was afterwards held on the body 
by the deputy-coroner, when the jury returned a ver- 
dict of “ Died by the visitation of God.” 

On Saturday the police reccived information that 
Alfred Rice, clerk to Messrs. Taylor and Co., of Co- 
ventry, had absconded with £203 in gold and Bank 
of England notes, the property of his employers, and 
with which he had been entrusted to convey to the 
Bank. 

It will be remembered that Mr. John Riley was 
murdered on the 11th of January, while on_his road 
home from Sheffield to Grimesthorpe-lane. On get- 
ting into his house he exclaimed, ‘* Mary, they have 
almost murdered me!” ‘This was said to his wife, but 
he could not identify his murderers. He was attacked 
on the Monday, and died the Saturday following. 
Early next day his watch was found wrapped up in 
some cloth in Mr. Riley’s garden, where it had been 
placed during the night. From information received 
by Mr. Kaynor, superintendent of police, he caused 
two men, named William Challiner and James Brad- 
ley, of Grimesthorpe, to be apprehended on Saturday. 
They were taken before the mayor, and remanded, 
in order to complete the evidence against them. It 
seems at present that Bradley is suspected of having 
been the most guilty party in the horrible transaction. 


On Saturday evening last several of the inhabitants 
of Penzance were not a little startled on witnessing 
an otter marching dowh Chapel-strect, with the ut- 
most sang froid. He approached a female, who was 
unconscious that she was in such company, and by 
getting in contact with her feet nearly threw her to 
the ground. A man at length brought out a large 
and powerful bull-dog, when a severe encounter 
ensued between the dog and the otter, the result of 
which was for some time doubtful, but ultimately ter- 
minated in the death of the latter. 


At the High Sheriff's dinner at Gloucester, on 
Monday last, ‘That gentleman,” our correspondent 
informs us, ‘‘after the usual loyal toasts, gave ‘ The 
health of the lord lieutenant of the county ;’ upon 
which the Hon. Mr. Grantley Berkeley, coin was 
present, rose, and stated, ‘that for the last fourteen 
years on all public occasions on which he had been 
yresent and his brother had not, and the health of 
the latter had been proposed, he (Mr, G, Berkeley) 
had always responded to the toast; but that on the 
present occasion he could not do so, because he de- 
clined identifying himself with his brother ’’??—Chelten- 
ham Looker-on. 

Considerable sensation has been produced in the 
neighbourhood of the Hanningfields by the disappear- 
ance of Mr. Joseph Watts Green, a respectable farmer 
of South Hanningfield, under circumstances which 
lead his friends to fear that he has committed suicide. 
It appears that Mr. Green attended our market as 
usual on Friday, leaving his gig at the White Hart, in 
Moulsham, but not returning home at night, his wife 
came to this town the next morning to make inquiries 
about him, Failing in her object she returned, and 
found that, during her absence, a letter trom her hus- 
band, dated from London, had beenreceived, stating that 
when it reached her he should be no more. Similar 
letters, we hear, were also sent to Mr. Algar, a neigh- 
bour, and Mr. I’. J. Law, of the London and County 
Bank. A search was immediately instituted, but not 
withstanding the most diligent ‘effort no tidings of 
him have been heard, neither can any motive, we are 
informed, be assigned for his extraordinary conduct.— 
Essex Herald. 
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OUR LIBRARY CHAIR. 
Among the more striking publications of the 


day is—* The Temples and Tombs of Egypt, 
Nubia, and Palestine,’ by Mrs. F. Romer (Bent- 
ley). There are some who require an apology for 
works of this kind—treading as they do on the. 
heels of the antiquary, the orientalist, and the 
thousand-and-one more desultory pilgrims who 
have already said their say on the self-same temples - 
and tombs concerning which Mrs. Romer descants ; 
but, viewed with a reference to art, there is as 
much difference between her finished and magnifi- 


cent paintings as between those of Miiller (who 
should be immortalized as the ‘“ Painter of the 
Deserv’) and a dauber of signs! We know no 
writer of the present day—male or female—who 
more obviously possesses power ofexpression, always 
wielded with ease, and always appropriate to her 
subject. This, based as it is on an acute sensibility 
to the beautiful, must always invest her produc- 
tions with a charm wholly independent of the mere 
scene to which they refer. But genius can create 
and yet abide by the truthful; and the authoress 
has contrived to throw an air of complete novelty 
over all that has been submitted to her conscious- 
ness, Witness the following visit to the Palace of 


Mehemet Ali :— 

‘« The disposition of Mohammed Ali’s rooms is quite 
Turkish, except in the almost Parisian profusion of 
large mirrors that adorn them, and the number of 
small and ill-proportioned chandeliers that are sus- 
pended in the various apartments. The divans and 
hangings are splendid, and of the finest brocaded 
damask silks; the corners of the sofas, reserved ex- 
clusively for his highness, are covered with a square 
piece of gold stuff fringed with gold, and furnished 
with three additional cushions of gold cloth ; and here 
were placed, in readiness for him, his pocket hand- 
kerchief, embroidered in gold, enclosed in a silk bro- 
cade bag, a small velvet case containing the comb with 
which he combs his beard, a Turkish mirror mounted 
in velvet and gold, a Koran and another Arabic 
volume, together with a fly-flapper of ostrich feathers, 
and a bottle of eau de Cologne. The Pasha’s. bath 
was heating for him (the temperature, for I peeped in, 
nearly suffocating) ; ‘and in an adjacent chamber, ex- 
quisitely fitted up as a dressing-room, were displayed 
the gold embroidered towels, and a sort of apron of 
crimson and gold, to be used by him on leaving the 
path. This little peep into the habits of the man 
amused me more than a view of the magnificence of 
the prince; but that which delighted me above all is 
the view from these royal apartments, which, in truth, 
constitutes their greatest beauty. ‘The windows look 
into a lovely garden, luxuriant with African vegeta- 
tion; and far below the height occupied by the citadel 
lies the city of Cairo, with its intricate streets, its ele- 
gant Arabian architecture, its innumerable domes and 
light minarets, covering a vast extent of territory. And 
beyond the gates appear a second city—a city of the 
dead—embellished, too, with mosques and towers, be- 
neath whose domes moulder the remains of the Mem- 
look Sultans and the Circassian kings of Egypt—a race 
long since swept away |_while beyond flows the broad 
Nile, and, stretching away as far as the eye can reach, 
the great Libyian desert bounds the scene with its 
magnificent Pyramids looming largely upon the trans- 
parent atmosphere ; the whole lighted up by those 
richly glowing tints peculiar to Kastern skies, and 
which every artist must despair of imitating until he 
can dip his pencil in sunbeams.” 


The next work more immediately attracting the 
attention of her Majesty’s lieges is the new novel 
by Mr. Sheridan Knowles, entitled “* George 
Lovell’? (Moxon). This will not detain us long. 
It is, we regret to say, @ complete failure ; and 
only adds to the conviction that the intellectual 

rocesses of the writer are for the most part in 
direct antagonism to the art of elaborating charac- 
ter and constructing a novel. Here and there we 
find passages which remind us of the terse, bril- 
liant, and apothegmatical phrase so frequent in 
his dramas; but these gems are teo soon and too 
fatally overlaid with heavy and tedious narrative. 
The Novel is not Mr. Knowles’s vocation. 

There is a great deal that is profitable for 
the heart and the affections in Miss Parrott’s 
«Rough Rhymes for Farmers’ Boys ”’(Wertheim), 
and, as they may be easily committed to memory, 
it is obvious how much good may be accom- 
plished among @ class almost systematically 
neglected in our plans for the improvement of 
the many.

HINTS ON EQUESTRIANISM. 
BY MRS. WALKER. 


The seat being attained with perfect ease and 
comfort to the rider, we now come to the great 
secret wherein lies the magic beauty of eques- 
trianism—HANDS. A lady’s hand should be—as, 
indeed, it generally 18, when she knows the proper 
management of her reins — extremely light and 
elastic ; and hence the enigma solved, of ladies 
being known to render perfectly docile high- 
spirited and unruly horses that frequently men 
have feared to mount. ‘The reins being all held 
(as I have before observed) in the left hand, the 
right, retaining the whip, is placed on the right, 
hand side of the rein, which is held the tightest, 
in the position of one of the illustrations in a 
former number of this paper ;—and here I wish to 
call the attention of my fair equestrians to the 
many advantages derived from riding with both 
hands on the reins. It assists in obtaining a firm 
seat, by giving the rider greater purchase and 
command over her horse ; it prevents the strain 
on the left arm, which is the natural result of 


holding a horse entirely. with one hand; it make

which is so truly essential to the ccmfort of both 
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horse and rider; it keeps the shoulders square, 
a very important point in the elegant appearance 
of the fair equestrian ; it keeps the elbows even at 
each side, instead of (as is too often the case) one 
infinitely more in the rear than the other; and 
though last, not least, it keeps the whip quiet 
until its use is called for. How often have I seen 
the whip, hanging from the right hand, and dang- 
ling uselessly on the horse’s side,

served the horse so fretted as at last to break away 
from all control, to the infinite alarm and peril of 
his fair burden ; for such I must be permitted to call 
one so regardless of exciting the temper of the 
noble animal, who, when properly managed, affords 
her somuch healthfulenjoyment. The hands must 
be held about three or four inches above the knee, 
to give full command over the horse’s mouth ; if 
held low they have no power to restrain, check, or 
(should he put his foot on a stone or stumble) sup- 
port the animal; the only case where the hands 
are allowed to be held low is where the horse is 
constantly throwing his head up, and even that can 
be prevented by a martingale, which, by the by, a 
lady’s horse should always have. The arms must 
be rather near the sides, but not too close, and, 
above all, not stiffly ; both hands must be slightly 
bent upwards, the wrists on a level with the elbows: 
And now, ladies, pray observe, the arms from the 
shoulders to the wrists must be one continual spring 
impulsive to the motion of the horse’s head, moving 
backwards and forwards as he moves it, for if it be 
not so the horse’s mouth will be spoiled by the dead 
fall upon it, the more especially as all ladies (as I 
have before intimated) should, for the sake of 


greater safety, ride on the curb rein; in short, the 
horse should never feel the restraint or pull of the 
bit, unless it be. to convey to him some distinct 
purpose or command from his rider, whether male 
or female; and where this rule is not observed it is 
not only the horse’s mouth that eventually suffers, 
but the rider’s arm also. from the constant strain 
upon the mus¢les, The position of the body 
and hands being properly observed, it must be 
sedulously borne in mind that doth must be ex- 
tremely springy, if [may be allowed the expression, 
and yet retaining sufficient resistance not to be 
shaken, but to move easily and gracefully with the 
movements of the horse, twin bodies-with one soul, 
like the melody of music, harmonizing with the 
sweet expression and sentiment of poetry.

J. Eastwick, Esq., Major-General James Caulfield, 
C.B., and Ross Donnelly Mangles, Esq.,M.P. First 
in the field was Ross Donnelly Mangles, Esq., and he 
came in at the head of the poll.. A Court of Directors 
was also held, at which the thanks of the court were 
voted unanimously to Sir James Weir Hogg, Bart., 
M.P., chairman, and Mr. Henry St. George Tucker, 
deputy-chairman, for their great application and atten- 
tion to the affairs of the Hast India Company during 
the past year. 

The arrangements in connection with the grand 
bazaar at the Regent’s-park Barracks, in aid of the 
distressed Irish, which is fixed to take place on the 
26th, 28th, and 29th instant, are progressing as 
favourably as can be desired under the excellent guid- 
ance of the committee of management. Her Majesty 
the Queen Dowager, with her accustomed kindness, 
has signified her gracious approbation of the project, 
and a very confident hope is entertained that a larger 
sum will be realized by the bazaar than by any former 
undertaking of a similar character. 

Mr. C. Brown gave a lecture, on Wednesday night, 
at the Southwark Literary Institution, on the subject 
of Irish Ballads, interspersed with characteristic anec- 
dotes. The entertainment was well received by his 
numerous auditory, who repeatedly and very deservedly 
applauded him in his happy illustrations of Irish life. 

On Monday the committee of the Nightly Shelter of 
Houseless Poor Association, in closing their three 
asylums for the past séason, made a report of the num- 
ber of unfortunate individuals who, since its opening 
on the 14th of December last, availed themselves of the 
shelter thus afforded during the very severe weather. 
Upwards of 130,000 men, women, and children have 
participated in its benefits, and amongst whom up- 
wards of 300,000 rations of food were distributed. The 
expenses of the past year, from the vast number of 
applicants, were greater than any preceding year since 
1ts institution.

HER MAJESTY’S THEATRE. 

«Another and another still succeeds.” As it has 
been often before stated, the public at least will be 
gainers by the great rivalry of the two Italian Operas, 
whatever may be the ultimate fate of the adventurous 
directors, with regard to pecuniary returns for their 
gigantic endeavours to surpass each other. This was 
fully borne out on Saturday night at her Majesty’s 
Theatre, for, upon this occasion, the enormous resources 
of the house were tested in an eminent degree. In 
nearly all former seasons, when a great artist was 
suddenly taken ill, and the opera forced to be 
changed, what was the situation of the poor audience? 
Why, the secret was kept until the doors were about 
to be opened, when afew little bills were posted up an- 
nouncing the unavoidable change of performance to 
some thoroughly worn-out opera. These little bills were 
seldom seen by half of those who entered the house, 
and disappointment was the “consequence. How dif- 
ferently were things managed upon the present occa- 
sion! Lablache, who was to have made his first ap- 
pearance this season, was compelled by sudden illness 
to send a certificate, signed by his physician, late on 
Friday, to inform the manager of the ‘impossibility 
of his appearing on the next night.” Never in the 
annals of theatricals, perhaps, could be found a 
stronger proof of the thorough organization of an es- 
tablishment than now took place, A little more 
than twenty-four hours after the receipt of the cer- 
tificate a new opera was produced which had not 
been intended for representation for at least a week or 


His Majesty was loudly chcered by the ¢ 
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ten days to come. What a proof of Mr. Balfe’s gene 
ralship! Proud, indeed, may the English musicians be 
of this gentleman, placed, as he is, in opposition to 
one acknowledged to be as fine a conductor as ever 
wielded the operatic baton, surrounded by an orchestra, 
the greater part composed of strangers, selected from 
almost every city in Europe; a chorus new to this 
country ; new singers, who, until these last few weeks, 
had never performed beneath his leadership; a new 
débutante, to be supported and cheered in her doubly 
painful position, for not only had she to appear for the 
first time to be judged by one of the most exacting 
musical tribunals in the world, but that ‘too, as one 
might say, at amonent’s notice. Yet, under all these 
difficulties, did Mr. Balfe produce the opera of “ I due 
Foscari”’ in a manner never surpassed. From the 
rising of the curtain to its final descent not one failure 
took place; not one weak point was discernible ; any 
one not being aware of the facts would have imagined 
that Saturday night was at least the tenth instead of 
the first evening of performance, so correctly did all 
proceed. Mr. Marshall’s scenery was beautiful in the 
extreme; the dresses correct and superb. The appear- 
ance of Coletti as the Doge was indeed a picture. 
*« T due Foscari” is one of the best of Verdi’s operas: 
there is less weight, more well-defined melody, and 
stronger evidences of a musical as well as poctic feel- 
ing in this work than in some of his earlier productions. 
The new prima donna, Madame de Moiitenegro, 
possesses most of the requisites required for a 
first-rate artiste: her figure, rather above the 
ordinary standard, is elegantly formed, and_ her 
face, full of expression, is handsomely moulded. 
Notwithstanding the fears of many that, being 
brought out so unexpectedly, her nervousness might 
militate against her success, her reception was most 
triumphant. For afew bars she sang a little false, 
but it was but for a few bars; she soon found that the 
audience approved, and then, all fear vanishing, she 
gave full play to her voice and taste, and sang and 
acted admirably. The lower notes are decidedly weak, 
but of good quality; she will prove a great acquisition 
to her Majesty’s Theatre. Fraschini, as the younger 
foscari, came out in full power, and displayed his 
thorough mastery of all the difficulties of pure vocal- 
ization. In mentioning Coletti as the old doge, the 
elder Foscari, where shall we find expressions to 
paint our admiration ? Independently of his beautiful 
voice and consummate knowledge of his art, his ap- 
pearance did wonders for him with the audience: 
we never saw a character better dressed or better sus- 
tained throughout. It would be useless to particu- 
larize the various pieces that gained the greatest 
applause ; in more than one instance the singers were 
compelled to bow in supplication not to be obliged to 
repeat the admired morceaux.- The theatre was 
crowded to the ceiling, and all present appeared to 
regard the production of ‘I due Foscari” as a de- 
cided hit.

a Bacchante.” We do not admire the subject, for, 
however delicately the idea may be touched upon,

ROYAL ITALIAN OPERA. 

We beg to inform our readers,-on the outset of 
our, now having to notice two Italian Operas, we do 
not intend to write with a pen biassed on either 
side; but, with an upright plume, praise where praise 
be due; and, though not ill-naturedly, censure (but we 
hope justly) where faults may appear to require cor- 
rection. On the present occasion, in speaking of the 
performances at this house on Tuesday evening, our 
task willbe one of unmixed satisfaction and pleasure : 
we are glad of this, for, having felt it our duty to speak 
in such very high terms of praise of the “Due 
Toscari” at the other house, had we been called upon 
to have employed harsh terms here, our motives might 
by those who know us not, have been misunderstood, 
and we ourselves set down as partisans, which we 
never will condescend to become. Where all has to 
be praised it becomes, at times, no easy matter to find 
words that may.do Justice, and yet not sound like un- 
meaning flattery. Under such a difficulty do we now 
labour, The expressions admirable, splendid, magni- 


Jficent, superb,, beautiful, and twenty others of the 


same eulogistic turn, might one and all be with justice 
employed to describe the manner in which the 0) era 
“Lucia di Lammermoor” was performed bon on 
Tuesday evening. ‘That enchantress of her art, th 
admirable Persiani, upon her entrance was greeted y ith 
such enthusiasm as is seldom witnessed in any th Ye 
She was beautifully dressed, and looked better than me 
ever remember to have seen her look before She =e 
peared, in truth, the Lucia that might easil BAP 
any man run mad for love. Her singing kee fat 
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to last was perfect. The duet which concludes the 
first act was a~treat that seldom falls to the lot 
of a critic to have to notice. But here we must 
stay our pen, to give one half of our praise to 
Salvi, who enacted Edgardo. The delicate pianos, 
the exquisite finish which he employed in his portion 
of this duet were only to have been accomplished by a 
singer of profound feeling. From this moment the de- 
butant’s fate was determined—he was to become an 
established favourite with the English audience. His 
naledizione he did not deliver so finely as we have 
heard it given before, but this, we suspect, was rather 
the effect of fear than any want of power or dramatic 
impulse. His ‘ Fra poco’’ was equal to anything we 
Nyave ever heard, and his ‘“‘Tu che a Dio’ cannot be 
surpassed, ‘Salvi has made a decided hit. In speaking 
of the charming Persiani we omitted to point out her 
greatest triumph. it was in the third act. ‘ Presso 
alla tomba”? made an impression on her enraptured 
auditors which will not be quickly obliterated from 
their memories; nothing could be more true to na- 
ture—more touching to the heart; it isin such arias 
that Persiani is unapproachable, Ronconi, who sus- 
tained the part of Enrico, was sadly out of voice in 
consequence of indisposition; an apology was made 
for him; therefore we can only thank him for ap- 
pearing under such distressing circumstances, rather 
than cause any disappointment to the audience. The 
theatre was crowded to the very ceiling. There are 
to departments we have still to mention—the or- 
chestral and scenic. ‘The band was perfection itself: 
there was a smoothness and an attention to the pianos 
snd erescendos that was delightful to listen to. For the 
scenery we have but to say that, from first to last, 
every scene was a PICTURE. There was a beautifully 
yainted landscape, we believe by Telbin, and the last 
seene, which from its style we imagine to be from the 
pencil of Grieve, that deserved particular commenda-

On Monday evening the lovers of genuine comedy 
were thrown into a state of rapture by the return to 
the stage of the charming Mrs. Nisbett, for so we 
must call her, although she be really the lovely Lady 
Boothby. Mrs. Nisbett’s reappearance is in truth 
1 boon to the playgoer that cannot be valued too 
highly. Nature has, indeed, been prodigal in her 
ifts to this lady. A shape moulded in beauty’s 
rarest form; eyes that volumes speak, either of love 
or joy; and a laugh which, according to all accounts, 
was never equalled but by that of the wonderful Mrs. 
Jordan. Ata very early hour the theatre was crowded 
to suffocation, and when her voice was heard behind 
the scenes a deafening thunder of applause followed 
that seemed cnough “to fright the isle from its pro- 
priety.”” When shecame upon the stage the greeting she 
met was so warm, so heartily welcoming, that she be- 
came most wnaffectedly affected.

““The Love Chase.” It was exceedingly well acted 
throughout, particularly the characters of Wildrake 
(Mr. Webster, a true Proteus) and that of Widow 
Green (Mrs. Glover). With three such stars in one 
piece, no wonder it should go off so brilliantly. At 
the conclusion, when Mrs. Nisbett was called on, every 
arm was raised in applause—even the ladies clapped 
their little hands ae by the by, we do not like to 
see); then descended a whole bower of bouquets. The 
dropping of flowers at the foot of talent is both elegant 
and feminine, and seems to us as the most legitimate, 
and, perhaps, the only, style of applause a lady should 
bestow.

GALE.—Such is the piquant title of avery amusing trifle 
produced here on Wednesday evening. The story is not | 
very elaborate, but quite enough so for such an affair. 
The piece opens witha party of students of Heidelberg 
singing to the praise of her who has set nearly all 
Europe ina blaze—the eternal Jenny Lind. These 
students were uncommonly well dressed, particularly 
one with a monstrous deal of light hair upon his 
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face. We believe it was a Mr. Bellingham; but be 
whom it might, the gentleman deserves great praise 
for the truthful portrait he made up. Here young 
Baron Swigit-off Beery (Mr. Wigan) rushes in with 
the delightful news that the Swedish nightingale is 
actually in Heidelberg! such a commotion takes 
place; and Baron Beery starts off into a strain from 
‘Don Pasquale,” beginning thus :— 
«Oh, Jenny Lind, 

Who can raise the wind, 

And poke your fun 

At manager Bunn.” 
This, and some other allusions, were a litt/e personal ; 
but few men can better afford, or laugh more 
heartily at a joke, than Mr. Bunn. These lines 
caused a great roar, andan encore of the entire song. 
It turns out that it is a Miss Jenny Leatherlungs, 
the daughter of a Bermondsey tanner, who, with 
her papa, has come to Germany for the sake of 
the Baden-Baden waters. A truly farcical scene 
takes place where the students arrive in a body 
to offer the freedom of the place to the adorable 
Jenny in a large tobacco-box. She says she ‘ ad- 
mires their liberty, and will take their box.” 
She happens to drop her handkerchief : it is instantly 
seized upon and kissed by one student—snatched from 
his hand and pressed to the heart of a second—a third 
weeps over it—at last they all try to kiss it at once. 
This incident was incomparably droll. Mr, Granby 
Gag, a manager from London, arrives, and delivers 
avery clever speech to Jenny made up of lines from 
various well-known songs, written by ‘a well-known 
manager, concluding by saying that if she will come 
to his theatre “They may be happy yet.” The manager 
wishes to be off with his nightingale—the students 
oppose the abduction, and a triangular duel takes 
place, when Jenny’s father, manager Gag, and the 
Baron Beery all fall at once; but no one is hurt. 
When the father is asked why he fell? he says, ‘‘Oh, 
I did it out of compliment to the gentleman who 
fired at me!’* Jenny at last confesses that she is 
Jenny Leatherlungs, and not Jenny Lind; but that 
“although she was not a Swedish nightingale she 
should ever be up to an English lark.”” And thus ends 
the piece.

LAMBETH.—THE PARCEL Post CompANY AGAIN.— 
DISGRACEFUL STATE OF THE LAW.—On Wednesday a 
case of considerable hardship to a poor girl, who_can 
ill afford the loss, relating to the defunct Parcel Post 
Delivery Company, was brought under the notice of 
Mr. Elliott, the sitting magistrate. It appeared that 
about the middle of March last a young woman, 
named Mary Ann Mitchell, who had lived servant in 
the vicinity of the Wandsworth-road, being about to 
remove to Tottenham-court-road, carried her box, 
containing all she possessed in the world, except the 
clothes then on her back, to the shop of Mr. Neill, an 
oilman, to be forwarded by the Parcel Post Delivery 
Company to her new place. ‘The box, however, like 
other property confided to the charge of that company, 
never reached its destination ; and, after making 
every effort to get her box, the young woman 
applied at this court, on the dth instant, and 
obtained a summons against Mr. Neill, in whose 
charge she had placed her box. Mr. Neill, upon 
attending to that summons, admitted that, as the 
agent of the Parcel Post Delivery Company, he 
had received the box, but said that by the first 
opportunity he had forwarded it by one of the 
company’s vehicles to be delivered according to the 
address, and added that it was no fault of his that it 
had not been properly delivered.—Mr. Elliott finding 
that the unlawful detention of the property by 
the defendant could not be proved, as he had 
in point of fact parted with it, he dismissed the 
summons; but at the same time, feeling that the case 
was one of extreme hardship upon the poor girl, 
granted a fresh summons against Messrs. Henry 
Owen and George Hill, two of the directors of the 
sonar calling upon them to show cause why they 
detained the property in question, but they did not 
think proper to attend.—One of the former servants 
of the defunct company said he recollected very well 
taking the box of the complainant to the principal 
office in Flect-street, of which Mr. Hill had then the 
management ; but what had afterwards become of it 
he was unable to say. The witness added that a num- 
ber of parcels which he himself had delivered at the 
Fleet-street-office had never reached their destination. 
—Mr. Elliott observed that it was quite clear that he 
had no jurisdiction in. the matter. The box, from all 
that could be learned about it, was last delivered at 
Flect-strect, where the City magistrates alone had 
jurisdiction. He (Mr. Elliott) was most anxious to 
assist persons like the complainant in every way he 
could, but owing to the present state of the law redress 
by summary means was most difficult, and he had not 
the power to do so. It was an extraordinary fact that 
any person or persons might set up as carriers, without 
the law placing any check, with respect to the non- 
deliverance of goods, upon them, or affording any re- 
dress to the owners of such goods beyond that given 
by the Police Act for the ‘unlawful detention.’ In 
this case, however, it would be necessary to prove 
that, at the time when the summons was heard, the 
defendants had the goods then in their possession, and 
failing in this there was an end to the nragistrate’s 
jurisdiction and power to give redress. He (Mr, 
flliott) hoped that the cases connected with the com- 
pany complained of would draw public attention to 
the glaringly defective state of the law, and lead to 
the much-called-for remedy.—It having been stated 
that the poor girl had been éeprived of her little pro- 
perty, amounting to £4, and had nothing but what she 
then appeared in, Mr. Elliott said that, though the 
poor-box was, he was sorry to say, very low, Ke would 
order that half-a-sovercign be given to her to provide 
her with anecessary change. 

SouTIEWARK, — Ronrpery AT A BAtt. — Wiliam 
Hutchinson, a waiter at the Bridge-house Hotel 
London-bridge, was placed at the bar before My. 
Secker, charged with stealing a lady’s reticule and 
also a pocket handkerchief, during a ball given 
there the preceding evening. — Mr. Thomas Bur- 
rell, the proprictor of the hotel, stated that a ball and 
supper took place at his house the preceding night 
In the course of the evening a pocket handkerchief 
was missing, and the fact being communicated to him 
he questioned some of the waiters, but they denied ry 
knowledge of the article. Subsequently the com- 
plainant was apprised of a further loss by a lady of her 
reticule in the supper-room; inquiry had been made 
but nothing could be learned on the subject. Come 
plainant havivg his suspicions excited against the 
prisoner, he called in a policeman when the company 
had departed, and, on being searched, the reticule and 
handkerchief were found in his Possession.—Police- 
man 160 M stated that he took the prisoner into 
custody, and on examining one of his coat pockets 
found in, it a reticule and handkerchief, — 
Mr. Secker asked the prisoner what he had to say in 
answer to the charge?—Prisoner: The reticule was 
dropped in the ball-room, and I picked it up, put it 
into my pocket, and in the hurry of business thought 
no more about it. In fact, I was not asked for it; and 
things of this sort are considered the waiters’ perqui- 
sites when they pick them up.—Mr, Secker (with sur- 
prise): Surely what the prisoner asserts cannot be 
true? That would be a_pretty doctrine, indecd. if 
waiters were to conyert to their own purposes wats 
ever property might happen to be dropped or mislaid 
in any coffeehouse or tavern by those who frequented 
them:—Prisoner: Then I assure you, sir, it is a rule 
amongst those in my situation of life, as regards 
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articles dropped in the way the reticule was, to 
keep them as perquisites unless asked for. — Mr. 
Burrell said that it was the prisoner’s duty to have 
taken the articles to the bar when he found them, 
and that he had them full two hours in his pocket be- 
fore the policeman was calledin, and he was given 
into custody.—Mr. Secker said the course of defence 
adopted by the prisoner very materially aggravated 
the charge preferred against him. He was glad that 
the proprietor of the Bridge-house Tavern had taken 
a decided step. The magistrate added, that as the 
owner of the articles was not in attendance to prose- 
cute, instead of sending the case for trial he would 
deal summarily with the prisoner, and commit him for 
one month to hard labour, for the unlawful possession 
of the property.—Prisoner: Then I have been hardly 
dealt with for or doing that which others in my 
situation were in the habit of doing without punish- 
ment.—Mr. Secker said that if waiters belonging to 
any coffechouses or taverns were brought before him 
for similar conduct, and that the owners of the pro- 
perty appeared, he should assuredly commit them for 
trial. 

Wes tMINSTER. —A QUESTIONABLE VISITOR. — 
John Manningficld, a middle-aged person, of very 
gentlemanly appearance, was brought before Mr. Bur- 
rell, charged with the following extraordinary conduct : 
—It appears that Miss Martha Gilbert, a young lady 
who resides with her sister at No. 1, ‘lrevor-terrace, 
Brompton, was in her sitting-room at needlework on 
Thursday evening, when defendant, who was a perfect 
stranger to her, suddenly entered. She was surprised 
and alarmed at his intrusion, and inquired the nature 
of his business there, when he very coolly replied that 
“ he wanted her.’ She hastened towards the door, 
when he laid hold of her, but she contrived to get away 
from him, and having given an alarm, the prisoner 
was handed out. On the evening of Friday he repeated 
his visit, when the young lady locked the door of the 
room in which she was seated, which prevented his 
entrance, and he was given into custody. It further 
appeared that he had made a second attempt to enter 
the house on Thursday evening, and that the landlady 
of the house would have given him in charge then, but 
no policeman was to be found, although they waited 
some minutes for one.—It was alleged that the defend- 
ant was partially of unsound mind, and his present 
and former landlady gave evidence to that effect. On 
their undertaking to look after him, Mr. Burrell dis- 
charged him. 

TuaMES.—TuE CouNTRYMAN IN Lonpon.—On 
Wednesday John Smith, a baker, who has lately arrived 
from Aylesbury, with his wife, for the purpose of 
emigrating to America, and who has already paid 
£5 on account of their passage to New York in the 
ship: Victoria, which sails this day, came before Mr. 
Yardley to complain that he had been robbed of £35, 
all the money he possessed in the world, by two London 
sharpers, who have lately taken in many flats in the 
neighbourhood of the docks. ‘The applicant, who 
looked the picture of despair, stated that he was leay- 
ing the London Docks on Tuesday, and stopped to 
look at some posting bills relating to the departure ot 
some emigrant ships, when a ‘* gentleman” also com- 
menced reading the same bills, and entered into a 
conversation with him about the vessels. Heinformed 
the stranger he was about to emigrate with his wife to 
America, and his new acquaintance said he was quite 
delighted to hear that, for he was going to send out a 
nephew thirteen years old to join his parents in New 
York, and asked him to take charge of the boy, for 
which service he promised him a very handsome com- 
pensation. The applicant consented to do so, and 
after walking a short distance with his friend, who 
particularly cautioned bim against London sharpers, 
invited him to partake of some malt liquor in a public- 
house, where the conversation about America and 
the lad he was to take charge of was renewed. ‘Their 
conversation was interrupted by ‘another gentleman,” 
who appeared very much lke a servant out - of 
place, who was seated in another part of the room 
they were in. He said, ‘“‘As you are talking of 
America, I’ll tell you how to make a fortune:there, 
I was along with an old gentleman sixteen years in the 
United States, and he has died and left me £1600, and 
some property there, and I have come to London to 
settle my affairs.’’ The conversation was kept up for 
some time, and the last person he was introduced to 
said he should return to New York in three months, 
A walk was then proposed, and his companions took 
him to a funny place under the Thames, lighted up 
with gas, and afterwards induced him to visit another 
public-house in Wapping, called the Globe, where the 
person he last met with talked very largely about his 
connections in America, and promised to give him his 
address, which was sixtecn miles from New York, 
where he said he might remain until his (the stranger's ) 
arrival, when he would find him employment. After 
that his disinterested and liberal friend said if he 
wanted money he would advance him £650 or £100, 
and he would accommodate the other man, who by 
this time had described himself as a Yorkshire 
tailor, with the same sum. The applicant said 
he could give him no security, as he was going 
to America. ‘The stranger said he did not want 
any, and would entrust such an honest man with un- 
told gold; that all he required for the loan-of the 
money was a stamped receipt, and begged of him to 
purchase one without delay. The Yorkshire tailor, as 
he called himself, said he would take him to a shop 
where he could buy a stamp, and before he did so took 
from his pocket a roll of what appeared to be Bank of 
England notes, and left them with the other man, who 
promised to. take care of his money till his return. 
The Yorkshire tailor then advised the applicant to 
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leave his money with the gentleman, who would think 
the better of him for doing so, and he took all the 
money he had about him, £35 in notes and gold, and 
deposited the whole of it with the stranger, who bade 
him return as speedily as possible. He went out in 
search of a bill stamp with the Yorkshireman; but he 
had not gone far before a suspicion crossed his mind 
that all was not right, and he suddenly recollected the 
tales he had read and heard of London sharpers, and 
determined to make all possible haste back to the 
public-house. He communicated his suspicions to his 
companion, who said it was all right, and by various 
artifices delayed him for some time. On his return 
to the Globe he found the gentleman who had made 
such large promises was gone, and his money was 
gone too. While he was making inquiries about him 
the other man disappeared, and he discovered, when 
it was too late, that he had been made the victim of 
two scoundrels, who had left him without a penny in 
the world—Mr. Yardley: You have been taken in by 
the most common trick in existence. I thought 
that a man of the most ordinary intelligence could 
not have been deceived by such a stratagem. Iam 
sorry for you, but [ am afraid your £35 is irrevocably 
gone.—Smith said he was a stranger in London, and 
he had no money to support himself or his wife.—Mr. 
Yardley: You have only your own simplicity to thank 
for that. You entrusted your money to two strangers 
you never saw before. How could you be so foolish 
to give eredit to the promises of two sharpers? It is 
the most palpable trick ever played off upon any man. 
—Smith said he was not in a condition now to return 
to his native vale or to proceed to America, and 
begged for some assistance.—Mr. Yardley said he 
could do nothing for the applicant, but advised him 
to make his case immediately known to the police, 
who would look after the sharpers.—Smith then 
quitted the court in the utmost distress of mind.
